FARMER DIES 


WHILE FISHING 


Falls over into Stream aud Dead 


Body is Found the Next Morning 


Lying in Several Feet of Water. 


Coroner's Imju^st Unnecessary. 


The dead body of Henry Baker, a 


'life long resident of Hamilton town- 
snip',, ivafe found 'I between seven 
and 


eight o'clock Tuesday morning, lying 
jn about three feet of water in the 
Conewago Creek, near East Berlin. It 
is believed that he was stricken with 
a form of heart trouble while seining 
for bait fish the evening before 
and 


that he fell over into the shallow wa- 
ter where he met his death. Mr. Baker 
was 60 years of age. 


The 
discovery 
of the body was 


made by his son, Amos Baker, and 
his son-in-law, 
Charles Eisenhart, 


with whom he made his home. The 
elder Mr. Baker had blarted out on a 
fishing expedition the evening before, 
stating that he would spend the merit 
in fishing and no apprehension 
was 


felt for him until early the next morn- 
ing when the body was found after a 
short search. 


Before going into the stream he had 


discarded some of his clothing to put 
on his fishing suit, and the contents 
of the clothes on the bank had 
not 


been disturbed. In his one hand he 
grasped the small net and the cause 
of his death was so apparent that 
Coroner Woomer, who was 
notified, 


deemed no inquest necessary.
